Examiner Amendment

The application has been amended as follows : 
Claim 26/ line 12, wherein the retaining arrangement 

comprises a continuous ridge parallel with and along at least a 
portion of the front edge of the support platform, wherein the 
ridge includes a substantially flat surface for engaging a 
portion of a cleaning utensil, wherein the ridge extends along 
about half or more of a distance of the front edge of the 
support platform;-- has been inserted after ''head portion''. 

Claim 38, line 10, ''continuous" has been inserted after 
"comprises". 
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,line 13, wherein the ridge extends along about half 
or more of a distance of the front edge of the support platform'' 
has been inserted after ''utensil". 

Claim 60/ line 12 , wherein the retaining arrangement 

comprises a continuous ridge parallel with and along at least a 
portion of the front edge of the support platform, wherein the 
ridge includes a substantially flat surface for engaging a 
portion of a cleaning utensil, wherein the ridge extends along 
about half or more of a distance of the front edge of the 
support platform;-- has been inserted after ''head portion". 
Claims 66-70 have been CcLnceled. 

Claim 71, line 11, --, wherein the retaining arrangement 
comprises a continuous ridge parallel with and along at least a 
portion of the front edge of the support platform, wherein the 
ridge includes a substantially flat surface for engaging a 
portion of a cleaning utensil, wherein the ridge extends along 
about half or more of a distance of the front edge of the 
support platform -- has been inserted after "head portion". 

Reasons for Allowance 
Claims 26, 30-33, 35, 38, 39, 41, 42, 45-47, 60-62, 65, 71, 73, 
and 74 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: the prior art does not disclose in regards to claims 
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30-32, 35, 38, 39, 41, 42, 45-47, 60-62, 65, 71, and 73 the 
retaining arrangement comprises a continuous ridge parallel with 
and along at least a portion of the front edge of the support 
platform, wherein the ridge includes a substantially flat 
surface for engaging a portion of a cleaning utensil, wherein 
the ridge extends along about half or more of a distance of the 
front edge of the support platform. The prior art does not 
disclose in regards to claims 33 and 74 a system comprising a 
cleaning utensil in combination with holder having a support 
platform including a retaining arrangement to constrain the head 
of the cleaning utensil with the holder so that the reservoir of 
the utensil is situated downwardly from the head portion, 
wherein the arrangement comprises one or more grooves defined in 
the support platform.
